But as they have no corporate 
unity in the true sense, they have no 
need of headquarters and al! the ad-

It may be said that the need of a 
‘central bureau for the administration 
of spiritual matters is understandable, 
but that Rome is immersed in mater- 
jal affairs. The best reply to this is 
that if an ordinary rector of a non- 
Catholie church finds himself taken up 
considerably with the material affairs 
of his parish, what must be the needs 
‘of a world-wide Church administra- 
tion? The Church of Christ is spir- 
‘itual in the sense that it serves the 
spirit of man and employs spiritual 
‘means of grace, but the agenttes are 
material. Men, not angels, are the 
‘ministers of God’s sacraments. A 
Church which has to deal with literal- 
ly hundreds of thousands of clergy-

The first century of Catholic Amer- 
ican life (1776-1876) witnessed the 
publication of a very large number 
of Catholic books in this country on 
all important topics and in every part 
of the literary field. Many names 
might be cited of outstanding figures 
whose work still lives as an inspira- 
tion to this and succeeding genera- 
tions. 


Card. Gibbons’ Great Book 


The end of that first century saw 
the publication of the most remark- 
able book ever penned by an American 
Catholic— the “Faith of Our Fath- 
ers,” by the late Cardinal Gibbons. 
the preface of which is dated Rich- 
mond, November 21, 1876, to which 
See he had been appointed in 1872. 

No writer of our times acknowl- 
edged more readily his debt to those 
who had gone before him than James 
Gibbons. Back through the hundred 
years preceding the publication of this 
popular presentation of Catholic truth 
were many who had prepared the way 
for the hearty acceptance of such a 
book among thousands outside the 
Church seeking a more intimate 
knowledge of its doctrines 


Not to wander afield beyond the 
members of the American episcopate, 
to Archbishop Carroll, the Father of 


the American Church, is due the honor 
of having written the first apologetic 
written by a Catholic and published 
here-—his “Address the Roman 
Catholics of the United States,” issued 
at Annapolis in 1794, His successor 
in the work of making our doctrines 
known to outside the Church
